I  have  the  honour  to  present  ray  Annual  Report  for  I969  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  of  Queenborough-in-3heppey  as 
required  by  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959* 

The  nurr.bers  of  births  and  deaths  in  1969  compared  unfavourably  with 
1968.  Ther^  wore  519  births,  25  fewer  than  the  year  before',  and  an 
increase  of  3  deaths  to  make  a  total  of  428,  the  highest  number  that  has 
been  reccrded  on  the  Island.  The  death  rate,  corrected  to  enable  true 
comparisons  to  be  made  with  other  districts,  is  nearly  a  fifth  higher 
than  the  ris/bional  rate,  14.2  as  compared  with  11. 9* 

Although  there  were  fewer  births  than  the  year  before,  the  corrected 
birth  rate,  20. 9  is  much  higher  than  the  16. 3  of  England  and  V/ales . 

Illegitimate  live  births  equalled  thie  record  high  figure  of  1967? 
viz. ,  60. 

Although  infant  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  was  11  as  compared 
with  4  in  1968,  the  infant  mortality  rate  is  not  unduly  excessive,  21.2 
as  compared  v/ith  I8  for  the  whole  country. 

There  were  fev/er  measles  cases  than  might  have  been  expected  and 
from  now  on  vacci.nation  against  this  disease  should  consistently  reduce 
its  incidence.

There  were  8  deaths  due  to  violence  as  compared  with  12  in  I968.  4 

of  these  were  suicides,  the  same  as  the  year  before  and  2  were  due  to 
motor  vehicle  accidents.  The  other  2  accidents  were  due  to  coal  gas 
poisoning  in  the  case  of  the  male  and  burns  from  bed  clothes  igniting 
from  a  paraffin  heater  in  the  case  of  the  female. 

There  was  one  maternal  death,  the  cause  being'  ectopic  tubal 
pregnancy.

SECTION  III 


INB^'iCCTIOUS  :iND  OTHER  ,T)IS:i'.SES 
THEIR  PREVEL’';NCE  aND  CONTROL 

1.  There  was  a  total  of  399  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
registered  in  19^9  compared  with  Il6  in  1968.  The  difference  v;as  due 
to  it  being  a  "measles  j'-oar"  and  there  were  373  cases,  fairly  evenly 
divided  araon^^st  the  lower  o,ge  groups.  Compared  with  1963j  1965  and  196? 
this  incidence  was  small. 

]7  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred,  nearly  all  of  them  in  January 
and  February. 


Only  1  case  of  V/iiooping  Cough  was  notified. 

There  v/ere  no  food  poisoning  outbreaks  but  a  single  case  occurred. 
This  was  a  boy  of  14  years  on  holiday  from  London  who  was  admitted  to 
hospital  where  the  causative  organism  was  found  to  be  S,  enteritidis. 

It  was  not  possible  to  trace  the  food  or  source  of  infection. 

A  foreigner  employed  for  the  summer  season  as  a  food  handler  was 
found  to  be  a  carrier  of  S.  indiana  and  was  kept  from  work  until  free 
from  infection. 

The  one  case  of  infective  jaundice  was  notified  whilst  staying  in 
the  district  but  was  a  sailor  only  temporarily  resident  here. 
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2,  Table  IX  shows  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  those  notified  during  1968,  removals  to 
hospital  and  number  of  deaths  according  to  the  Registrar-General 's 
classification.  Table  X  gives  details  of  infectious  disease  by  age  groups.

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4.  TUBERCULOSIS 


Since  I960  the  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  has 
shown  a  marked  fall  compared  with  the  years  immediately  preceding  and 
the  six  notifications  in  1969  is  normal. 

The  notifications  included  two  boys  aged  6  and  9  and  a  girl  of  16. 
They  belonged  to  tv;o  families  but  v;ere  in  close  contact  and  the  two 
boys  were  traced  following  routine  checks  when  the  girl  was  diagnosed 
and  notified.

It  is  calculated  that  immunity  levels  in  the  1-5  group  are  about 
8Cfo  for  Diphtheria,  VTiooping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis  but  only  about  48%  for 
Smallpox. 

There  were  fewer  children  completing  the  immunisation  course  for 
Diphtheria,  VTiooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  and  the  reason  for  this  is  the 
recently  recommended  revised  spacing  of  the  three  doses,  a  consequence  of 
which  is  that  no  child  completes  the  course  until  at  least  I8  months  old. 

Measles  vacciricition  is  gradually  being  accepted  and  it  is  calculated 
that  about  12%  in  the  lo7;er  age  group  have  been  vaccinated  and  that  about 
V.vice  as  many  in  that  group  have  already  had  the  disease.

The  whole  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  loublic  water  mains  by 
the  Medway  Water  Board  except  for  the  Shec-rness  Harbour  Estate  which 
is  supplied  with  water  piped  from  its  own  bores ,  and  15  houses  and 
70  chalets  in  the  Leysdown,  Harty  and  Eastchurch  areas  ?/hich  are 
supplied  by  private  or  communal  wells. 

264  samples  of  raw  water  were  taken  by  the  Medway  Water  Board  and 
of  these  all  but  6  were  satisfactory. 

5^5  samples  of  treated  water  were  taken  by  the  Board  or  the  Health 
Department  and  m'-ere  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEIVERAGE 


Additions  to  the  sewerage  system  and  sewage  disposal  works  at 
Scrapsgate  were  planned  to  provide  for  the  new  comprehensive  school 
and  the  needs  of  Minster.  Preparatory  work  continued  on  the  second 
phase  of  the  Eastern  drainage  scheme  and  on  the  West  (South  Ifershes ) 
scheme. 

5.  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Windmill 
Creek  site  which  is  ideally  situated  far  from  populated  areas.  Routine 
control  measures  are  taken  against  flies  and  rodents. 

4.  SCHOOL  SANITATION 

The  post-war  school  building  programme  is  undergoing  further 
additions  at  the  Sheerness  Church  of  England  School  in  St.  Georges  Ave. 
and  the  Halfv/ay  Girls  '  High  School  in  preparation  for  their  use  in  the 
re--.rrangement  consequent  to  the  introduction  of  comprehensive  education 
in  1970. 

5.  PUBLIC  CONVENISICES 

Conveniences  are  situated  in  Rushenden  Road  and  near  the 
Harbour,  Queenborough j  opposite  the  Railv/ay  Station,  adjoining 
the  Phvilion  Gardens,  in  Marine  Fhrade,  Royal  Road,  Wood  Street 
and  Blue  Town  in  Sheerness;  and  at  Halfway,  Scrapsgate,  Minster, 
Eastchurch,  and  at  the  Spinney  and  the  Promenade  in  Leysdown. 

6.  CAI^IPING  SITES 

There  are  55  developed  camping  sites  in  the  area  with  an 
estimated  number  of  5 >650  movable  dwellings.  12  of  these  are  chalet 
sites  and  45  are  caravan  or  mixed  sites. 

All  camps  have  a  weekly  refuse  collection  and  the  majority  are 
availing  themselves  of  the  paper  sack  system. 
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7.  SV/TM'IING  r'OOIS 


There  are  five  swimming  pools  in  the  district.  Four  of  them  are 
in  holiday  camps  and  the  pool  at  Warden  Bay  Holiday  Camp  is  open  to 
the  public.  At  all  four  the  water  is  filtered,  aerated  and  chlorinated. 

The  fifth  is  the  Council'owned  Aquarena  :n  Sheerness  which  actually 
comprises  two  adjoining  pools,  one  110ft.  x  75ft.  for  adults  and  the 
other  35ft.  X  73ft.  for  children.  Sea  water  is  used  with  filtration, 
aeration  and  chlorina.tion  and  a  circulation  of  60,000  gallons  per  hour. 

Ten  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  exami-nation  were  satisfactory 
and  chlorination  of  the  pools  is  tested  regularly. 

There  is  also  a  children’s  paddling  pool  on  the  sea  front  at 
Sheerness.  It  is  filled  with  chlorinated  mains  ’water  and  changed 
at  frequent  intervals.

4.  IJBr^ECTION  OF  iVEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

(a)  There  are  no  slaughtering  premises  in  the  Borough. 

Supplies  of  home  imported  meat  are  obtained  from  Chatham  and 
Canterbury.  Hygienic  conditions  of  transport  and  handling,  together 
with  efficiency  of  abattoir  meat  inspection,  results  in  very  little 
meat  having  to  be  condemned. 

(b)  Disposal  of  unsound  food  continued  as  in  previous  years, 
meat  after  colouring  with  liquid  acid  green  is  collected  by  the 
Sheppy  Glue  and  Chemical  Works,  defrosted  foods  and  wet  fish  are  used 
for  animal  feeding  and  other  foods  are  buried  on  the  refi;ise  tip. 

(o)  Approximately  2,400  lb.  of  food  v/as  found  unfit  and 
voluntarily  surrendered,  slightly  more  than  the  amount  in  1968.
